Various announcements have been 
made of late regarding a scholarship 
to be awarded in the Faculty of Medi- 
cine.

Professor S. B. Slack 
and Professor Maclean ot the Do- 
partment ot Classics will also no 
doubt add a touch of realism to thç 
ensemblo. as they have been for many 
years on terms of the utmost fami- 
liarity with the characters of classical 
mythology that they are to portray. 

Profewor Ramsay Traqualr of tho 
Department of Architecture has com- 
plete charge of the costuming, which 
In a répreeentatlon like to-nlgbt'e is, 
0^ course, of: vital Importance.
